The second is the famous Act by which the 
obnoxious Stamp Act of the previous year was “‘ hereby repealed and made void to all 
Intents and. Purposes whatsoever.” The Third, known as the Act of Indemnity, was 
passed shortly after the Repeal of the Stamp Act. It indemnified all persons whatsoever 
from all Penalties and Forfeitures which they might have incurred through offences com- 
mitted against the Stamp Act, and at the same time made legal all Deeds, Instruments, 
and other documents made upon unstamped paper, vellum or parchment.

The first three parts, which form volume 1, were written by John Esquemeling, himself 
a Buccaneer, and an eye-witness of many of the events. The fourth part, volume 2, was 
written by Mr. Basil Ringrose, also a Buccaneer, and “‘who was all along present at these 
tvansactions.’’ It records the dangerous voyage and bold attempts of Captain Sharp and 
others performed upon the coasts of the South Seas.

This very rare and important pamphlet, which deals almost entirely with the Boundary 
question left in such an indeterminate state by the Treaty of 1783, was written by Nathaniel 
Atcheson. The Appendix, which covers pages 27-39, consists of extracts from a very long 
letter dated Canada, 14 January, 1813, relating to the conduct of the Government of the 
United States towards the Indian Tribes. The two Maps bear the following titles: 1. 
“A Map of Passamaquoddy Bay from actual survey.” 2.‘ A Map of the Frontier of 
British North America and the United States.’’ The latter describes the Boundary Line 
as fixed by the Treaty of 1783, which had never been respected by the American Govern- 
ment, and also shows the new line of demarcation as proposed to be established between the 
United States and the British North American Provinces, intended to secure the Indepen- 
dence of the Indians. The different claims and proposals are shown by coloured lines, that 
of the Western Territory of Ohio and Michigan, claimed by the United States, being 
coloured green. 

The pamphlet usually met with is octavo size measuring approximately 8 by 5 inches. 
The above copy is large quarto measuring 12 by 9 inches. It is very rare in either form, but 
especially in the latter. We have only ever possessed one other copy.

This most important work was written by Andrew Stuart, whose name with the date of 
issue, appears on page 196. It was never published, and only issued for private circulation 
and official use. Confer Williamson’s Bibliography of Maine, No. 5776, and N.Y. Public 
Library Bulletin, Vol 4, No. 12, page 402. 

It has no regular title-page, all copies commencing with the leaf of Contents which is 
followed by the first page of text with caption title as givenabove. The N.Y. Public Library 
Bulletin collation calls for one map, but there should be two. They depict, by means of 
coloured lines, the alternative Boundaries as claimed by Great Britain and the United 
States under the Treaty of 1783, the line suggested by the King of Holland and rejected 
by the United States, and the lines as suggested in the further proposals. 

The text includes the Treaty of 1783 and its construction ; the Treaty of Amity and 
Commerce of 1794, with the proceedings in relation to the Boundary under the Fifth 
Article of that Treaty ; the Treaty of Ghent, with the proceedings under the Fifth Article 
of that Treaty.

The first two pieces of this very important collection are the “‘ Restraining Acts ”’ passed 
in 1775, which limited the Trade and Commerce of the various Provinces therein recited. 
The third piece prohibited all Trade and Commerce with the Colonies and in addition 
repealed the Boston Port Act of 1774 and the above mentioned “‘ Restraining Acts.’ The 
fourth item was passed in 1780 to repeal the ‘“‘ Prohibition Act ”’ in order to allow trading 
to and from such places in North America as were in the possession of the British Forces. 

The fifth piece is of great importance for the history of the Naval side of the Revolution. 
After reciting the “‘ Act to prohibit all Trade and Intercourse ”’ (No. 3 above) in which was 
enacted that “all Ships and Vessels of or belonging to the Inhabitants of the Colonies 
therein mentioned and all other Ships or Vessels which shall be found Trading in “ any 
Port or Place of the said Colonies, &c. shall become forfeited to his Majesty, together with 
“their Cargoes, &c. as if the same were the Ships and Effects of open Enemies ”’ it gives 
power to the Commissioners of the Admiralty to issue Commissions to Commanders of 
Vessels empowering them to capture ships belonging to the Rebellious Colonies. It states 
that all prizes should belong to the Captors, with certain exceptions, and that should any 
Commander of a Commissioned Ship agree with any Person, belonging to any taken Prize, 
for the ransom thereof he shall be deemed a Pirate and suffer accordingly. The Treasurer 
of the Navy is empowered to pay £5 for every man on board any ship or Ship of War taken 
from the Rebels. 

The sixth Act above was passed to permit the proper Authorities to grant licence author- 
ising Captors to carry their Prizes into any Port, Harbour, or Place in any of His Majesty’s 
Dominions in America. By virtue of the Prohibition Act of 1776 (No. 3 above) no Captures 
should be carried into any of the American Colonies whilst the said Colonies or Plantations 

’ should continue in a State of Rebellion. But as since the passing of that Act many captures 
had been carried into the Harbour of New York, it was thought that it might be expedient 
to allow this at that place, or any other Port or Harbour, provided it were done under the 
proper Authority. 

The final piece in the Collection enacted that as many Ships had been seized under the 
‘‘ Prohibition Act ” and the Goods they contained were liable to very heavy duties to thé 
hardship of the Captors, such Goods were to be warehoused at the Captors expense and only 
one half of the proper duty to be paid.
